(reclamation by a suppression of the 
lilibuHterB until Spain bus nctually paid 
tho claim. Thero is entire silence on 
tho subject iu government circ es, and 
tlio excited Btnttiinunta of thu Madrid 
>rcss are not credited among ollicials.

Senor Moret, the Spanish minister of

ceive due consideration. He also point-

the United States senate, although he 
denied to the Spanish cortea the right
